Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a survey result analyzing system, which determines the reliability 
of the survey result on the basis of external environment information at a survey point 
and said survey added to said survey result by said terminal device. Each independent 
claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of a determination file storing unit for 
storing ideal information; a determining unit for determining reliability of the survey result 
on the basis of said external environment information at said survey point added to said 
survey result by said terminal device by comparing said external environment 
information to the stored ideal information; and an analyzing unit for carrying out a 
predetermined analysis on the basis of the collected survey result in consideration of 
said reliability. The closest prior arts, Westervelt (U.S. PG-PUB NO. 2002/0073196) 
discloses an integrated communication and geographic positioning system and method 
provide integrated mobile communications with individual employees to automate 
administrative efforts, and Grube (U.S. PATENT NO. 6,885,874) discloses methods for 
sharing location and route information between communication units that are subscribed 
to a group location sharing service, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate 
or render the above features obvious.
